AN EMPIRE MAY BE REVIVED.

Paris, Dec. 23.— Today it is the Bon- 
Hjiart i'-ts wlio Hit' at tlH( front ready to 
take advantage of the critical condition 
of the government. The Royalist ac- 
tivity arotued the jealousy of the Bodb- 
partisti, and at a eecret donclave they 
draftad a manifesto to .the people of 
France urging them to recall the house 
of Bon.ni)jirte to the throne. The mani- 
festo is l)eint; w ithheld to await the ap- 
proval of Prince Victor, i)ri>Kt'nt head of 
the ex-imperial family, who is in Brus- 
■els. Bonapartist agents have gone 
thither to endeavor to induce the prince 
to sign the manifesto. . 

Tm weakneia of the opposition to the 
gOTtnimenfe, however, iaoecoming more 
and more apparent and the ImpeiialistB 
and Bovalista are now fighting among 
themselves, although heretofore united 
in oppositioix to republican rule. The 
BuuiuMto, if inued, will cause little nn- 
Mriume, bnt the secret agents of the 
government are stiu watdUac the 
Bcmdists. 

The refusal of the pope to become a 
tool of the monarchists is highly grati- 
tytog to the government. 

If. Floquet, president of the cham- 
'ben, anpeiuea before the investigating 
comminiee. 'He declared emphatically 
that he never received a franc from the 
Panama company for any object what- 
ever. 

M. Guyot, formerly minister of pub- 
lic works, refused to appear before the 
committee to answer inquiries regard- 
ing hia' allegation that he ha<l a full list 
of those comprised in the scandal. He 
iMMMd his refusal on the ground that he 
did not wish to mingle the name of 
President Clirnot with the prosecutioD, 
Camot having sc'cu the list. 

I^Lanti ri.i- states that papers dis- 
covered yebtcrday a^ow that Deputies 
Naquit, La Ohajwte, St. Martin and 
Laur received sums of mt>ney from Or- 
tcm, the go-between in the corruption. 
The papers were discovered among 
documents found in the office of the 
dyiiamite company which supplies dyna- 
mite for nse on the canal. 

The four deputies receive^ their 
money for votes in the chamber. 

The Matin says that fifteen nlbro '^'ar- 
rants have been prepared against sen- 
ators and deputies, and that public pros- 
ecutors in the country districts nave 
been instructed to search the reeidencos 
of accused jiersons and examine wit- 
nesses for «vidence in relation to the 
charges. These proceedings will, it is 
Apprehended, add greatly to the excite- 
ment in the country districts already 
aroused to a dangerous pitch. 

M. DeLatiiHse writes to The Figaro 
that the parliamentary republic is 
ruined and ought to be replaced by a 
consular republic witli Prini'O Victor 
Bonaparte as the first conaiil. The sug- 
gestion is looked uijoii as an atteiuitt t') 
revive the empire throiiijh thesume pro- 
cess by whicli tlie tirst Napoleon arcive<l 
at the throne. It attracts attention 
only as indicating the strained situa- 
tion which makes snob asaggestioopos* 
sible. 



PRISONERS REVOLT.

VmafA, Pec. 23.— A serious revolt 
occurred yesterday in the prison at 
Benaim. A woman prisoner, who was 
allowed the freedom of the corridors, 
suddenly l)ecame hysterical while on 
the top floor of the building, and with a 
terrible sliriek threw herself over the 
rail guaidiiig the opening which ex- 

iends from the groiuui floor. Tlio 
leight was con>i(leral)le, and the 
woman sustained painful, though not 
dangerous injuries. 

At the time she jumped a nunibcr of 
male ])risontrs wiTe iii the court yar l. 
They saw the wliolt? allair, and unnieili- 
ately concluded the woman hail at- 
tempted to kill herself because of ill- 
treatment. Tliey were deeply indig- 
nant and many threats were uttered. 
The officials threatened to punish thein 
for insubordination. Thereupon the 
convicts lUiule a det<perate attack upon 
the wanleiiH, and the situation was be- 
coming bad for the latter, when opp< 
timely a body of soldiery, that had bee.» 
hastily summoned, apueared. It was 
not until several of the convicts had 
been bayoneted tti»t the rsTolt wM rap* 

pressed. 

The details of the revolt had scarcely 
been made public when the story \>t an- 
other iirison outbreak was received 
from Kiinigsgratz.' The convicts in the 
prison at that place have recently com- 
plained much of the bad food supplied 
to them, and yesterday they broke out 
in open revolt against their rations. It 
was necessary to call in the troopi to 
quell the muti ny. 

EXPLOSIO N OF A BOMB.

was occasioned in Seville yesterday by 
the explosion of a bomb, presumably 
loaded with dynamit<P, in the entrance 
of a house occupied by one of t' ' 
wealthiest citizens of the place. The 
fovoe of the explosion was verv great, 
the heavy entrance door being shattered 
and the windows broken, in several 
places large pieces of stone of which the 
AUdSdJ^Otnitapctsd, iwece blown out.

BiRMiNOHAM, Ala., Dec. 28.— Yester- 
day morning shortly before daylight, 
two engines collided in the Louisville 
and Nashville yards here, and the valve 
of one of them flew open. The eii- 
giner and fireman had jumped otf lie- 
fore the collision anil the- engine starti i| 
backward rapidly with four ( ars at 
tached. It ran a mile through thi 
yard at a terrific rate. 

The two switchmen on the cars 
jumped otf as the engine started on its 
wild rtm. Near Eighteenth street, the 
wild train dashe<l into another with 
seven cabooses attached and the entire 
outht was wrecked. Engineer William 
Harisoii. of the last named engine, was 
oerhaps fatally injured. Fireman Ed 
Moberly was also badly hurt. . Three 
engines, seven ca b ooBs a aad four can 
were wrecked. 



HEAD- END COL LISION.

NAsnviLUt, Dec. 23.— A heatl-end col- 
lision occurred on the Louisville and 
Nashville road near Edgefield Junction 
at 7 JO yesterday mornfaig. Five men 
are reported seriously hurt, perhaps 
fatally, though no one was iastantly 
killed. 

The injured are Ckmdnotor B. J. 
Cake, who suffers from severe internal 
injuries: Btakeman T. Odel, Fireman 
Frank Porter, SosUiecr Frank Wilkes 
and Fireman B. 0. Johnson. Both en- 
gines and ten oars were mined,- and the 
track torn np for some distance. Bail- 
road men m this city are reticent 
about the matter, and tne cause of the 
accident has not been ascert^ed. 

ASSASSINA TED AT MIDNIGHT. 

A Wealthy Uerohant Shot to Death from 
Ambuah. 

BuuoNQHAX, Ala., Deo. 88. -News 
has just reached heN of the assassina- 
tion of R. P. Hariston, a wealthy mer- 
chant and planter, near Eutaw, Qreeu 
county, Wednesilay night. While go- 
ing home from liis store abont mid- 
night, he was sliot to death from am- 
bush by unknown assassins. Hid body 
was found yesterday morning. 

The killing is supposed to have been 
for robbery, as Hanston is reported to 
have mui h money. Officers with blood 
hounds have gone from h*re to trail the 
murderers. Hariston was highly cou- 
neoted and a proniiteiit poUtioal leader.

Many had left the city for the holidays, 
and among those was Vice President 
Morton, in whose absence the chair was 
(K'cnpied by Mr. Manderson, Republi- 
can, of Nebraska, jiri'sident of the sen- 
ate pro tern. 

Among th ■ papers presented and re- 
ferred were joint resolutions of the Ver- 
mont legislature requesting congress to 
enact lawS establishing au^orm policy 
of immigration from foreign nations, 
and of migrntion from state to state. 

In presenting a batch of petitions 
asking j'lxstponement at the anti-option 
bill, Mr. Cockrell, Dtemoorat, of Mis- 
souri, spoke of them as stereotyped peti- 
tions, marked with frsnd^ ana hardly 
entitled to be recMuiaed as the kind of 
petitions that ought to be presented to 
the senate. Numerous other petitions 
of the same kind were presented by 
other senators and were all referred to 
tlie committee on agriculture. * 

Mr. Cliandler, Repablican. of New 
Hampshire, from the committee on im- 
migration, n ported with amendments a 
bill to suspend and prohibit immigra- 
tion for one vear from the 1st of Marcli, 
18U8. and asked that it be read in full. 
After it was read and placed on the cal- 
endar Mr. Chandler said that the mat- 
ter was of sach importan(;e thai there 
ought to be, at the reassembling of con- 
gress in January, an iihmediate consid- 
eration of it. He should ask the Sena* ' 
on the first day of the reassembling lo 
take up the loll for consideration anH 
action. 

Mr. Hill, Democrat, of New York, 
a member of the ootemittee on imm - 
gration, said that he had not concm i d 
in the report. There was onef-atur. 
f if the bill which- he thought he should 
object to. He thought that a bill could 
be framed that would meet the views 
of the conptry better than the one 
reported, and he reserved the ri!;ht 
at some future time to submit a minor- 
ity report. 

Semite bill of last session to amend

Columbia, S. C, Dec. 28.— After an 
all-night session, tiie state senate passed 
the Evans dispensary bill to its third 
reading, at 0 o'clock yesterday morning. 
This bill provides for the dispensing of 
all liquors by duly appointed oiBcers of 
the statS; and ia Its present position is 
engineered by the XnrohiUtionlsts as an 
amendment to the regular prohibition 
bill, as only in this shape is there any 
possibility of passing an anti-liquor la\v 
at the p r es e nt session <^ the legiriature 
which win adjourn on Saturday n^xt. 

Determine<l opposition to the bill 
caused ceaseless filibustering during 
Wednesdav night, and it is Expected 
that it will be renewed, when the meas- 
ure comes up tu its third reeding in th< 
senate. The house has already passed a 
regular prohibition Mil, and will doubt- 
lesa agree to the substitution of the dis- 
penaaryhUl in the form of an amend- 
ment to the ori|rinal bill.

Hallinger. the negro murderer, was 
hanged at the Hudson county Jail at 
lOM o'clock Thursday morning. Death 
was by slow strangulation. He was not 
Iironounced dead until he was hanging 
ninetei II iiiiiiutes. Tlie execution took 
place in the second corridor of the jail. 
James Van Hise, the ollicial baiii^man. 
arrived at 7 a. m. and erected the gal- 
lows w)ii<'h lias served its pBipoae (Ml 1 
dozen similar occasions. 

Halllncer'a Crima. 

Hallinger was a Baptist exhorter and 
then a prize fighter. It is said that 
Mary Peterson, the woman he killed, 
had a husband in , Connecticut, whom 
she deserted for Hallinger. . The oonple 
hail two children, who are now in Vir- 
ginia. Hallinger was very jealous of 
his mistress. She left him because of 
his cruelty in the winter of 189(V-91. On 
March 18,1691, he wcs arraigned before 
the late Justice Stillsbury on a charge 
of trying to cut the woman's throat. He 
agreed to leave the city and not again 
molest the woman and was (discharged. 

On the night of April 6, while intoxi* 
cated. Hallinger. went to tho house of 
Joseph Moore, on Third street, Jersey 
City; where the Peterson woman was 
living, find demanded admittance. The 
woman heard his voice and called to 
Moore not to let Hallinger in. This en- 
raged Hallinger and he pushed Moore 
aside and rushed into the hovse and 
threw a hafhhet at his wife's head, and 
then rained Mows with the hatchet on 
her head, shoulders, neck and arms un- 
til the upper part of her body was little 
more than a shapeless mass.

Schall held that a 
trtal without a jury was unlawful b»> 
cause the constitution guaranteed- n 
jury trial and that an essential and 
fundamental right could not be waived. 
Three times since then Schall staid the 
•xecntiaD. Sohall fought for Hallinger

Says the Portsmouth Blade : "There is 
talk in marine circles of the Fleetwoor! 

and T'o.stona being plac d in the trade 
between Cincinnati and Huntington, to 
run on schedule time and make three 
trips per week, tlie pan\e as they did 
when the " railroad line " was in voijue, 
and thus make an attempt to hold the 
river passenger tra<le. This plan looks 
feasible. Every other part of the Ohio 
river seems to be holding its trade, de- 
spite the competition of the railroa<Is. 
The boats between Cincinnati and Louis- 
ville do a large bii.siness, also ihijse in 
trades lower down on tlie Ohio. The 
boats between Pittsburg, Wheeling and 
Cincinnati, in additinn to piod ^rencral 
traffic, are becoming largely excursion 
boats, mainly becau!>e they are good boat.-' 
and run on scht'diile time, and liecaiisc 
the owners* and man.iiriT.-i stn U liy every 
means to make the trip a pleasant one. 
Then there are shorter 1 railes, those lic- 
tui'i-n ! 1 iititington and ParkerHourg, and 
I'arkcr'-liui'.' anil Piltslmrg, with good, 
swift boats anil plenty't)f businens. There 
is still a fair business between Pomeroy 
and Cincinnati, but between Huntington 
and Cincinnati, where the population is 
densest and the intervening towns and 
citirs the lar;_'est and most jiro.^iiernnH, 
the river trade seems to succumb to tiie 
ndlroflids. This is largely owing to the 
fact that tlu'lifiats are not run n!) schedule 
time. With a railroad on each side M 
the river people do not care to wait for a 
hi'at, when tlicy don't know when she 
will be aloiig. 

"The White Collar company are awake 
to the importance of the traffic on this 
part of the river, hence the proposed fast 
line. The Fl<'etw«od and Bostona arc the 
largest, fastest and best equipped hoats 
on the Ohio, and if mn as pro])osed 
much of the old time river travel will be 
regained.
